The drawings are objected to because each figure discloses a brief written description of 
the drawings. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Regarding claims 1, 2 and 3, the phrase "such as" and "such a" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claim 1, line 7 & 8, the Examiner is not clear if the Applicant's representative 
is claiming the permanent or temporary fixation of the filler because is inserting the "which 
may..." phrase in parenthesis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. In claim 1, lines 2 and 3, the applicant positively recites 
part of a human, i.e. "said bone joint having bone tunnels...". Thus, claims 1 and 4 include a 
human part within the scope of the invention and are non- statutory. 

A claim directed to or including within its scope a human is not considered to be 
patentable subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. The grant of a limited, but exclusive property 
right in a human being is prohibited by the Constitution. In re Wakefield, 422 F. 2d 897, 164 
USPQ 636(CCPA 1970). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
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patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language.* 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Strobel et al US 
Patent 6,863,671 Bl. 

Strobel et al discloses am implant comprising a ligament (40), a biodegradable screw (10) 
and a degradable filler that is introduced into the one bone tunnel to fill the space available 
between at least part of the prosthetic ligament and the wall of the bone tunnel (see Figs. 2 and 3; 
and col. 4,iines 61-67). 

Note: the slurry is inside the biodegradable screw (11), it comes out from the openings 
(32 & 34), however, the slurry is between the ligament and the wall of the bone tunnel as 
claimed. 

The Examiner interpreted the bone tunnel as the tunnel profiler. The Applicant's 
representative has not disclosed that the tunnel profiler has to be larger that the rest of the tunnel, 
therefore, the prior art reads on the claim.
